A yj&ek ago tteianorary" postal rates became effective trader the "oostal corporation" 
plan. Since in government there is nothing 89 durable as the tes^porary, we can expect 
that these rates will be with us at least asio^ as the ones they replaced - so^-e three 
years, let us say. 

One unpublicized feature of the new rates is that the govervent has abandoned its 
plan to phase out air rail in favor of an all-purpose first-class mail which will go by 
air or surface nail depending upon, which is faster.. ■ Contrary to the statement mde in 
LEFTOVERS #4 at the tl >e of the I968 rate increase, ..we can e^ect to have air nail with 
us for some tirie. Furthermore^ if idle letter is ^oing over 3QO niles, so ;i e saving of 
ti'ie "ight be accomplished with air "rail.

At this stage a little history might be, in order. ' In February John 
Beshara -suggested to me the desirability of a. Diplomacy organization., 1 
: had ^generally boon opposed tt such an idt a, . since past Diplomacy groups 
seemed to got bogged down fairly easily in arguments over rating systems, 
or personalities. ; However^' John convinced, me that a group to help new
